Clergy, now reſiding here, and ſettling in Fra⸗ 
teꝛ nities and Societies, contrary to Law, and 
to the great Impoveriſhing of many of His Ma⸗ 
jieftps Subjects of this Kingdom, Who are 
fo:e.d. to maintain and ſuppozt them; which 
ſaid Nomich Clergy do, not only endeavour to 
withdzaw His Majeſty's Subjects from their 
O bediente, but do daily ſtir up, and move De- 
dition, and Rebellion, to the great hazard of 
the Ruine and Deſolation - this Kingdom.

And be it Enacted by the King's Moſt Ex⸗ 
cellent Majeſty, by, and with the Advice and 
Tonlkent of the Zo:ds Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral, and Commons in this pꝛeſent Parliament 
Aſlembled, and by Authozity of the ſame, That 
all Poptſh Arch-Wilbops, Wiſhops, Uicars-

And be it further Enacted, That if any Ju⸗
